With the payment deadline com- 


ing up Monday many Americans 
will be thinking about federal in- 
come taxes this week-end. They 
are a heavy burden whether your 
business be big or little, and be- 
^%se taxes are included in the 
price of goods you and I buy this 
record-breaking income levy has a 
powerful effect in depressing the 
bargaining value of today's dollar. 


The other day we printed in this 


column some 
figures 
from 
the 


Chrysler corporation's report for 
1952. 
The big automobile company 


said it sold 2.0 billion dollars' worth 
of goods last year, and paid a total 
tax bill of 369 millions — taxes 
\y;rc 14 cents out of every dollar 
*&J-fsales. And they averaged out 
$3.522 for every employe working 
In the Chrysler plants. 


Thinking over this report from 


Big Business I decided to look into 
the figures for a small business — 
this country newspaper. 


The only quick figures I have at 


hand are our federal income taxes. 
Like all employers we have to de- 
duct withholding taxes lor em- 
ployes' income tax, turning this 
money over 
to 
the government 
rfcry month; and then we have to 
pay income tax as a corporation — 
fortunately a small one. 


This combined federal income 


tax — employes and corporation — 
figured 10 cents on every dollar's 
worth ol business we did in 1952. 
The combined tax averaged out 
$729.11 for every person working 
on the newspaper. 


When you consider that this goes 


into the price of everything that a 
business house sells you realize 
hptv deeply the cost of government 
KRis bitten into the values that a 
dollar buys. 


I don't say we begrudge it, or 


that we are ungrateful for the 
privilege of living even in a high- 
taxed America — but it is wise to 
know what the score is, and to be 
on guard ugainst letting our country 
and ourselves slip any further than 
we have already slipped.
